Buffalo Is D«lnged With Vast Floods of 


Grain. 


Bnffalo is threatened with the biggest 


blockade of vessels in the history of the 
people. Chicago, Milwaukee, Dalnth

had just broken out at Ahmebad, where 
the gravest fears are felt, the town 
being densely populated and the water 
supply deficient. A 
few 
showers of 


rain would probably stamp out the dis- 
ease. It is estimated that 60,000 peo- 
ple have left Bombaj since the out- 
break.

New York, Nov. 20 —Manuel M. Cor- 


onado. the editor of the Cuban Patriot 
newspaper La Discussion, published in 
Havana, who escaped from that city in 
the last days of October, after General 
Weyler hai ordered his arrest, reached 
New York and went to the home of his 
brother, 
Francisco 
Coronado.

brought with him important news for 
the junta ia this city. 


Of his escape he said: "When I 


learned by private tips that General 
"Weyler had ordered my arrest I macio 
immediate preparations for escape. I 
had securda the costume of an ordinary 
sailor. When my house was surround- 
ed by troops I hastily shaved off my 
heavy mustache and donning my dis- 
guise, which also 
included a 
heavy 


false black goatee, I slipped into the 
house adjoining mine and made my es- 
cape to the street, as I thought, unob- 
served. 


"I jumped into a carriage, but the 


alarm was given and the police pur- 
sued me in another. Then I worked an 
old game. I told my driver to keep 
ahead, and, watching my opportunity, I 
jumped from the moving carriage and 
walked back on the pavement mingled 
with the crowd and made my escrpe to 
the country. A few days afterward i 
shipped aboard a sailing vessel as a 
common sailor. The captain knew me. | 
however 
We reached 
New Orleans 


after an uneventful trip and I came on 
to New York by rail." 


In reply to a question as to the gen- 


eral feeling of the people living in 
Cuba, he said, through an interpreter: 


"Today we might say that Spain 


holds Cuba by sheer force of arms. The

country, Spanish and
